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Budget Reviewed . . . 
Reducing LES 
Services Eyed

The City Council decided 


Thursday night to explore the 
possibility of reducing services 
provided by the Lincoln Electric 
System in order to cut rising 
rates. 


Further consideration of the 


LES budget, which the council 
spent 2Vi hours studying 
Thursday night, was delayed two 
weeks until LES officials have 
had a chance to evaluate the con- 
sequences of various service cut- 
backs. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta told 


the council that he believes a 
portion of the higher cost of elec- 
tricity can be traced to policies 
and standards approved by the 
council itself 


Examples pointed to by Sikyta 


are the placement of power lines 
underground, upgraded stan- 
dards for street lighting and 
giving LES rather than private 
contractors the responsibility to 
connect new homes with power 
lines 


"Do the citizens want to con- 


tinue this level of service?" 
Sikyta asked. 


Sikyta argued that the council- 


approved policy that LES con- 
nect homes to power hues costs 
ratepayers in ways in addition to 
labor and materials. 


The practice, he said, means 


that LES has to have more 
equipment, manpower and 
warehouse space. 


Another area probed by coun- 


cil members was the LES com- 
mitment to spending $168 
million over the next six years to 


, share in the cost of building a 


new power plant in Wyoming. 


About $23.4 million of the total 


cost of that construction is in- 
cluded in the proposed LES 
budget for next year. The |23.4 


million is chiefly responsible for 
the almost 80% increase from 
last year to S74.5 million. 


The budget includes a rate 


hike in January of 6%. LES of- 
ficials hinted earlier that the 
hike may have to be larger. 


What would happen, council 


members asked, if demand for 
electricity didn't rise as rapidly 
as LES officials predict? 


LES Administrator Walter 


Canney admitted that rates''' 
would have to be hiked in order 
to take up the slack. 


But he also contended that the 


electricity the plant will produce 
will be needed immediately or 
within a few years after the plant 
is finished in 1982. 


Councilman Steve Cook 


questioned the validity of the 
LES prediction of 7.1%. On the 
West Coast, he said, growth 
rates are being predicted at 
38%. 


"They're the best projections 


we can make," Canney 
responded. He said growth in 
per capita demand and the pop- 
ulation are more rapid in Lin- 
coln than in other areas. 


Council member Sue Bailey 


explored the possibility of 
reorienting LES to an energy 
system concerned with using 
different forms of energy in the 
way they are best suited. 


LES could develop a group 


strategy with other utilities to 
foster wiser uses of different 
forms of energy, she suggested. 


Canney and LES Board Chair- 


man Tom Allman did not display 
enthusiasm for the idea. Allman 
told her the LES officials are 
already meeting with many 
groups and individuals on 
matters such as energy conserva- 
tion and rate structures. 


"We shaU continue to strive in . 


that direction," he told Bailey. 


223 Die, 2,300 Hurt 
As Quake Hits Bali 


JAKARTA, fcdonesja (AP) - 


An earthquake on the island of 
Bali has killed at feast 223 per- 
'sons and injured 2,300, officials 
said Thursday. 


The quake, measuring 5.6 on 


the Richter scale, hit Wednesday 
far from the tourist areas on the 
isbnd. It deskoyed 90 per cent 
of the homes in the Boteteng dis- 
trict on the island's northern tip 
and Seririt in cental Bali was 
almost totally destroyed, said 
Bali Oov. Sukarraen.

NEW YORK (AP) - Jimmy Carter 


embarked on his Democratic presidential 
campaign Thursday night, vowing to 
wrest the White House from "a tired, 
worn-out administration" and lead 
America to great national deeds 


The Democratic National Convention 


acclaimed Sen. Walter F. Mondale of 
Minnesota, Carter's chosen running 
mate, its nominee for vice president. 


Then Carter took the platform at 


Madison Square Garden to tell the 
delegates what they already knew "I 
accept your nomination." So ended one 
phase of his long quest, and so began his 
drive to end eight years of Republican 
rule in the White House. 


•'We go forward from this convention 


with some differences of opinion, 
perhaps, but nonetheless united in our 
calm determination to make our country 
large and driving and generous in spirit 
once again, ready to embark on great 
national deeds," Carter said in the text of 
his acceptance speech 


"And once again, as brothers and 


sisters, our hearts will swell with pride to 
call ourselves Americans," said the 
mellow-voiced Georgian. 


Carter took note of his long campaign 


from obscurity to nomination: 


"Nineteen seventy-six will not be a year 


of politics as usual. It is a year of concern, 
and of a quiet and sober reassessment of 
our nation's character and purpose — a 
year when voters have already con- 
founded the political experts." 


Carter said he has never met a 


Democratic president But he said he will 
become one. 


Woven through his speech were the 


themes of his primary campaign, trust, 
compassion, love, a renewal of faith in 
American government. He spoke of war 
and Watergate, of fear and division, and 
said he will help put them behind. 


"We have been a nation adnft too 


long," he said "We have been without 
leadership too long We have had divided, 
deadlocked government too long. We 
have been governed by veto too long We 
have suffered enough at the hands of a 
tired, worn-out administration . . . 


"There is a fear that our best years are 


behind us, but I say to you that our 
nation's best is still ahead 


"Our country has lived through a time 


of torment," Carter said. "It is now a 
time for healing " 


There were promises, of government 


overhaul, tax reform, a comprehensive 
national health program, an end to dis- 
crimination, a drive against unemploy- 
ment, a foreign policy to fashion an niter- 
national framework of peace. 


But in his hour of triumph, as in the 


campaign that won it, Carter's message 
was a theme, not a recitation of 
proposals. "I have never had more faith 


Suit Filed To Implement 
State's Malpractice Law 


An anticipated request that 


Joe courts order implementation 
of the state's medical malprac- 
tice law has been filed in Lan- 
caster District Court 


The state's director of in- 


surance, Ben Nelson, is refusing 
to trnipront the controversial 
law on the advice of Atty. Gen. 
Paul Douglas. 


The law is aimed at curbing 


rapidly rising costs of malprac- 
tice insurance. 


Two of its most criticized 


provisions are the placement of 
a 1600,000 limit on the amount a 
malpractice .victim can collect 
and establishing a medical 
screening panel to review cases 
before they could get to court 


In a telephone interview, 


Douglas said he plans to 
cooperate in getting the issue 
settled in court as soon as possi- 
ble. 


Douglas said it is possible that 


the case could go through Lan- 
caster District Court, be 
appealed to the State Supreme 
Court and decided there by the 
end of the year. 


"It would have to move right 


along," he said. Douglas has un- 
til Aug. 16 to file an answer to 
the suit, filed by Richard A. 
Prendergast, a nurse anesthetist 
in Seward County, Dr. Harlan 
Pappenfuss of Lincoln and St 
Elizabeth Community Health 
Center. 


The two men and the hospital 


claim in the suit that they have 
applied for insurance coverage 
under the state law and have 
been turned away by Nelson. 


Bern Bald, attorney for the 


insurance department, said the 
filing of the suit would not 


change the position of the 
department. 


"It would be a surprise if it 


hadn't been filed," Baika said. 


The law was one of the most 


bitterly contested of the 1976 
legislative session, according to 
the Associated Press. 


Heavy support was given the 


bill by the Nebraska Medical 
Association. Guiding it through a 
lengthy and often-heated 
legislative fight was Bellwood 
State Sen. Loran Schmidt 


The law was to go into effect 


on July 10. Douglas delivered his 
opinion that the law is illegal on 
JulyS.

Carter said he settled on Mondale 
with nary a doubt that the senator was 
the best man to be his running mate.

evaders, and opposition to school busing 
for racial integration 


Carter had announced his choice of 


Mondale 12 hours before, answering the 
only question the Democrats had all 
week " .. I have no doubt that I have 
made the right decision," Carter said He 
said he had changed his mind three times 
before settling on the 48-year-old senator 
from Minnesota. But Carter said his 
thinking turned inexorably to Mondale in 
the days before the decision.

years ago, delivered the nominating

"Ihis ticket of Carter and Mondale, un-

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US. Saff'sfacff'on Shows Over M/cfecrsf Moves 


"Washington (UPI) - U.S. officials said 


Thursday the Soviet Union recently suffered 
three hard knocks in the Middle East and U.S. 
aims may have been advanced accordingly. 


The officials said a Soviet setback does not 


always mean a gain for the United States. This 
time; however, the}' expressed cautious satisfac- 
tion over recent events: 
~- The Third World, backed by the Soviet 


Union', failed in the United Nations Security 
Council to get enough votes to condemn Israel for 
the raid on Entebbe. 


— A shakeup in the Jordanian cabinet has 


removed from power the man who was the chief 
architect of closer relations between Jordan and 
the Soviet Union. 


— The Soviet Union's former chief ally in the 


Middle East, Syria, is operating in direct opposi- 
tion to Soviet policy in Lebanon. 


Western officials describe the security coun- 


cil vote as a setback for both the Third World and 
the Russians "who opportunistically teamed up 
with them." 


U.S. officials believe African reservations 


about backing Uganda came as much from a dis- 
like of President Idi Amin as they did from any 
feelings of sympathy for Israel. But, said one U.S. 
official, "The outcome was the same. The 
moderate voices won for a change in a question 
involving terrorism, and that is a worthwhile vic- 
tory." 


Although the United States did not get its 


own resolution passed at the U.N. in opposition to 
terrorism, U.S. officials consider the exercise a 
partial victory because it focused attention on the 
international terror issue, the official said. 


U.S. analysts still are trying to anas the 


meaning of the shakeup of the Jordanian cabinet, 
when the resignation of Premier Zeid Rilai was 
accepted by King Hussein. 


The immediate effect was to breathe life into 


a U.S.-Jordanian relationship weakened in the 
past months by "The 1480 million misunderstan- 
ding," they said. 


In that misunderstanding, Jordan believed it 


could buy a U.S. antiaircraft system for around 
9300 million but learned the full cost, with extras 
and accessories, was |780 million — a figure the 
Jordanians and the Saudi Arabians, who were 
bankrolling the deal, said they could not pay. 


Advocated Baying 


Rifai bad been the main advocate of buying 


from the Soviet Union rather than the United 
States as well as the principal architect of a policy 


to bring Jordan into closer alliance with Syria. 


Now that he has been dropped from 


Hussein's government, officials said, discussions 
over the Jordanian purchase of a U.S.-bullt air 
defense system "are continuing and progressing" 
and may be concluded with Jordan lowering the 
price to less than 1600 million by ordering fewer 
Hawk missiles. 


Meanwhile, the chief Soviet ally in the 


mideast, Syria, is operating directiy against Soviet 
wishes by continuing to fight the left-wing 
Palestinians in Lebanon and by using Soviet arms 
to do so. 


An Arab newspaper in Lebanon, in a report 


that could not be confirmed by U.S. officials, said 
the Soviet Union has suspended all arms and am- 
munitions shipments to Syria "until the Syrian 
forces are withdrawn from Lebanon." 


Syrian Forces 
Take Old City 


Beirut, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian forces Thursday captured the 


ancient city of Baalbek. Syria offered a peace plan to Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat, but one Palestinian said any reconciliation 
with Damascus would be a "ballet dance with knives." 


An American University Hospital spokesman warned of a 


possible typhoid epidemic in Beirut unless water is restored and 
Syrian and Christian forces allow medicines into the Moslem-held 
sector. 


Palestinians said fierce street battles continued in the ancient 


Roman city of Baalbek in the Bekka Valley, 55 miles northeast of 
Beirut. 


i.But local newsmen reported from the city that only scattered 


clashes continued as Syrian troops mopped up pockets of isolated 
resistance. The reports from Saalbeck said the city fell to Syrian 
forces following their capture of the Weyfel Palestinian camp on its 
outskirts. 


Siege Continues 


In Beirut, Christian militiamen continued their 24-day-old siege 


of the Palestinian camp of Tal Zaatar in the southeastern suburbs 
but the daily artillery and mortar duels across Christian-Moslem 
battlelines dwindled to only scattered machine gun and sniper fire. 


The ebb of fighting in the capital coincided with reports that

Apparently as a gesture of good will, the Syrians partly eased 


their siege on the leftist-held port of Sidon Wednesday, 
withdrawing some 4,000 troops and tanks to the town of Jezri, 17 
miles back. 


Libyan Premier Abdel Salam Jalloud brought Arafat a six- 


point proposal from Syrian President Hafez Assad offering similar 
withdrawals from Tripoli in the north and Sofar, 15 miles northeast 
of Beirut, in exchange for a meeting between the two men in 
Damascus, diplomatic sources said. 


Palestinian sources said Arafat, who badly needs a truce to lift 


the siege on Beirut, Sidon and Tripoli, would likely accept the offer 
although the Palestinians still remain suspicious of Syria's long- 
range intentions.

' things in politics have been going. People 
-, in general are tired of the old political ways 


"- and they see in Carter the possibility of 


« some change. 


They are not sure what kind of change 


it would be but the former Georgia gover- 
nor has managed to create a new and 
promising image. As the campaign gets 
into high gear, however, the electorate will 
come to know more and more about what 
kind of change Carter offers. 


There is no question that the 


Republican nominee, be it either Ford or 
Reagan, will make sure that the electorate 
either knows where Carter stands or knows 
that it cannot tell where he stands. In 
either event, Carter's appeal is likely to be 
somewhat eroded. 


The other side of the com is that the 


more Carter becomes known, the greater 
-his support will become. Too, the 
Republican nominee will be just as capable 
as Carter of making fatal campaign mis- 
takes. 


And there is always the matter of cir- 


cumstances at the time of election such as 
the state of the economy, the state of world 
peace, etc., that will have a significant im- 
pact upon voters. 


At this point, you have gone full circle. 


You are back to the appearance of a strong 
victory for Carter in November but the ab- 
solute certainty that if he takes such an 
eventuality for granted, he will seriously 
risk all that he has worked for to date. 


Whole-Hog Merger 


Officials involved with the mechanics 


of moving toward city and county 
governmental consolidation have adopted a 
whole-hog approach. That is, they have 
decided to seek state legislation that would 
permit action leading to a total consolida- 
tion of the two governments, rather than 
any departmental-by-departmental ap- 
proach. 


In our opinion, that is the route to go. 


Such a move would require a vote of the 
people on the ultimate proposal developed 
and there is no assurance at all that the 
vote would be affirmative but the question 
is one that ought to be settled once and for 
all 


Lincoln and Lancaster County have been 


kicking around consolidation for so long 
that it has become a tired phrase. Very 
likely a great many people now believe it is 
one of those things that everyone talks a lot 
about but that nothing will ever come of. 


The election that would be required hi 


this procedure is a good way of drawing the 
issue and is of merit in and of itself. The 
people are entitled to cast ballots on the 
subject and this could be denied them in a 
piecemeal approach.

very close. Our guess is that the odds are 
against voter approval but that could 
change hi the course of good informational 
campaign. 


While a great many things about such a 


move still need to be carefully examined, 
the concept is one with a lot of initial 
appeal to us. It is hard to believe that a 
combined government would not offer the 
people greater efficiency and better ser- 
vice. 


We would very much doubt any tax 


savings in the early stages but even that 
should come in the course of a few years. 
There is no question in our mind that the 
present form of county government is out- 
dated and less productive and serviceable 
than it should be. 


That government was established under 


far different conditions than exist today in 
its geographic area. The size and nature of 
its constituency has changed dramatically 
while it has remained largely as it was first 
constituted. 


But old fears remain and old pockets of 


vested interest are not easily dislodged. 
The issue would not carry at the polls 
without an extensive and very well done 
campaign of public information. Anyone 
thinking consolidation to be an easy matter 
is kidding himself.

And Now, It's 'Throw The Tory Rascals Out!'

NEW YORK — The Democrats are 


packing up and scattering across the land 
in preparation for the battle to throw the 
Tories out. 


The man who made it to the top with 


little help from the establishment is now 
the leader of the party and his people, the 
power brokers. Many Democrats are still 
trying to get used to the unfamiliar names 
and accents. 


And they are shaking their heads over 


the just completed conclave which was 
more a tea party than the usual massacre. 


Six months ago, who would have im- 


agined such sweetness and light? 
Sweetness on the surface, at least. 


The relentlessly boring business of the 


convention was of course broken by high 
soots—the presentation of the ticket, the 
call to arms by Humphrey, the call to con- 
science by McGovern, Barbara Jordan's 
emotion-packed testimonial to progress 
in political affairs. 


But the convention was sufficiently dull 


most of the time for questions to arise 
about the need for the national conven- 
tion system to continue. 


A hostess in the railroad lounge set up 


in The Garden's Felt Forum remarked 
that conventions were "old hat;" useless 
relics of the political past. 


That got me to thinking about the car- 


ping during the spring from people who 
had become bored by the primary 
system. 


The primary system needs to be 


junked, some said, or at least overhauled. 


Buf if the jumbled system of state 


primaries is indeed terminated or 
significantly altered, a virtual unknown 
the likes of Jimmy Carter in all probabili- 
ty could never again gain his party's 
nomination. 


The primary system is an integral part 


of the process of keeping American 
politics open and accountable to the peo- 
ple. 


It might be more pleasant, too, if the 


party chiefs on the podium at the conven- 
tions could retain the attention of the 
sometimes insufferably boorish and 
sometimes downright rude delegates, but 
they never have been able to do so and 
probably never will. Dullness and inatten- 
tiveness and ritual approval of 
meaningless party platforms are not suf- 
ficient reasons, however, to do away with 
the traditional nominating convention. 


Even if there were a cleaner way for a 


party to nominate its members for high 
elected national office, there are other 
political requirements which can only be 
met through the quadrennial meeting of 
the clan. 


The political convention is, after all, 


like a big company's national sales 
meeting or a football pep rally. It is 
designed to whip up enthusiasm among 
the troops to go out and sell 8 and win. 
Moreover, with all the prime time 
exposure, they provide an unequaled op- 
portunity to take a long look at the 
record. 


The convention also serves as the focal 


point of continual efforts to broaden the 
base of political participation. 


Too many people have come too close 


to having a say in the political process for 
a proposal to streamline such parly 
gatherings to be taken seriously. 


Despite the obligatory expressions of 


unity and the hunger to regain the White 
House, controversy still seethes in the 
Democratic Party not too far below the 
surface. 


It always will. 
The "compromises" hammered out in 


New York in the interests of party unit 
only barely conceal issues "which still 
divide the Democratic Party: minority 
representation, the status of women, 
delegate selection and procedures which

guarantee an open discussion of questions 
wMch divide the party. 


Opposing the Carter camp on the issues 


wMch have managed to stir up some con- 
troversy at this convention does not 
necessarily mean opposition to the 
nominee. But it does suggest that these 
issues wiU not die, however much as the 
current .chairman, Bob Strauss, the 
regular wing of the party-and die new 
leader, might want diem buried. 


Still, slow progress in the efforts of 


reformers to change party rules creates a 
frustration quite evident in those com- 
mitted to change. 


For eKample, take the opinions of Don- 


na Polk of Lincoln, a delegate pledged to 
Sen. Frank Church but one willing to 
work for Jimmy Carter with respect to 


the. participation of women and 
minorities in politics. 


The power structure remains, says Ms. 


Polk, "an all-white, private male club." 


"Every few years It changes its rules to 


let a few of the others join toe dub. But 
these people are never given enough 
access to provide a threat to the original 
members. 


"I'm about ready to give up on mem. 
Those are remarks shared by a signifi- 


cant, militant minority in the Democratic 
Party. 


The issues will be raised again, no 


matter the cloak of unity the party has 
wrapped around itself to chase out "the 
Tories," as Humphrey terms the GOP. 


Ms. Polk believes that perhaps 


minorities should open a serious second 
front war, putting more emphasis on 
preparation for participation in the 
political process. 


"The important thing," she said, "is 


finding the interested, qualified people to 
participate. 


"It is not realistic, for example, for' 


women to talk about 50% representation 
in 1980. When we're still fighting for 
equality in jobs, it's a little too much to 
expect equal representation in decision- 
making." 


And, 
she asks, "How many blacks and 


women have been doing anything on the 
local scene?" 


"If those sentiments sound 10 or 15 


years old, they are. But party activists are 
still talking about them — signifying how 
much is left to accomplish on the agenda. 


There are priorities, however, at least 


for the Democrats. 


What is more important, Ms. Polk was 


asked, having Jimmy Carter win or 
resolving the full participation question 
to the complete satisfaction of women 
and minorities? 


"Having Jimmy Carter win," she said. 


"We've got to get a Democrat elected."

NEW YORK - The history of 


American politics since the beginning of 
the last World War has been a tale of 
astonishing surprises, but few of them 
have been more startling than Wednesday 
night's nomination of Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia for the presidency. 


Wendell Willkie in 1940, Harry Truman 


in 1948, John Kennedy in 1980, and 
George McGovem in 1972 all came from 
behind to win their presidential 
nominations, and Richard Nixon in 1968 
made the greatest comeback since 
Lazarus, but they all had more visibility 
or outside support than Carter. 


Even Alf Landon, who captured the 


Republican Party for Sinclair Lewis's 
Main Street in 1936 (and still endures) 
cannot match Jimmy Carter, who has 
captured the party of the great American 
urban areas from a little Georgia village 
that doesn't even have a main street 


He will now have to go throagh what 


Max Lerner calls "The Ordeal of 
Triumph," bat no matter what happens 
to him from now on, nothing can detract 
from a great achievement of personal 
character aad political organization. 


In the process, he has finally ended the 


long political separation of the North and 
South. The old taboos have lost their 
power. "Catholics need not apply" was 
killed by Kennedy in 1980. "Southerners 
need not apply" was finally shelved by 
Carter in 1976. 


On the mominp after the cheers there 


is, of course, still a lot of negative 
muttering. There is a fear in the conven- 
tion that we may be approaching a cam- 
paign between a Democrat "we don't 
know" and a Republican we "know too 
well." But Carter is certainly not the first 
"new boy" to face the charge that his 
vagueness is matched only by his ambi- 
tion. 


"The trouble with (Governor) Franklin 


Roosevelt," Walter Lippmann wrote ear- 
ly in die 1932 presidential campaign, "to 
that Us mind is not very dear, Us par- 
poses are not simple, and Us methods are 
not direct" TUs is almost precisely the 
theme of Carter's critics. 


In January, 1932, Lippmann added his 


celebration evaluation of FDR as'"not 
the dangerous enemy of anything... too 
eager to please ... a pleasant man who, 
without any important qualifications for 
the office, would very much like to be 
president" 


Even Harry Truman complained that 


the 1960 Democratic convention was a 
"mockery" that had been pre-arranged 
and controlled "by one candidate" — 
John F. Kennedy. 


"Senator," said Truman, "are you cer- 


tain that you are quite ready for die coun- 
try, or that die country is ready for you in 
the role of president? (We need) a man 
with the greatest possible maturity and 
experience ... May I urge you to be 
patient?" 


William F. McCombs, Woodrow 


Wilson's campaign manager in 1912, 
wrote Mm a personal letter.complaining 
about Ms aloofness from the power 
centers of the Democratic Party. He 
wrote, 


"They have an impression of yon in a 


large degree that you are austere and dic- 
torial and that yon wfll not have an ap- 
preciation of what is to be done for you 
... Another thing I hear much, par- 
ticularly throughout me East, Is that yon 
are unreliable..." 


In fact, the critical difference between 


the political critics of the past and those 
of the present is that the former wrote 
with their fists and were much more 
cynical and amusing than their more 
cautious successors. Consider H. L. 
Mencken on the presidential election of 
1920: 
v 


"After meditation and prayer of 


excessive-virulence for many days and 
consultation with all die cMef political 
powers of die Republic, I conclude with 
melancholy that God lays upon me die 
revolting duty of voting for the numbskull 
Gamaliel (Harding)... 


"It is surety no job to lift die Mood 


pressare aad flu the liver with hosannah. 
Since I acaBired the predou boon of sal- 
frige, in the year INI, I have never had 
to cast my hole for a wone dab. The hoi. 
geatlemaa is an almost perfect specimen 
of m% American rlghMhiaker... He m- 


variably utters dw expected, wUch is but 
another name for the not-worth-hearing . 


But enough. On the morning after 


Carter's triumph, the Democrats have a 
candidate and a hangover of doubt. They 
are so unused to unity that they don't 
know what to do with it, and are hoping 
that maybe Jimmy will show mem how. 


The guess here is that maybe he will, if 


he doesn't assume too much and un- 
derestimate President Ford. He has been 
extraordinarily determined and efficient, 
but he has also been lucky. Those "sur- 
prises" of the past include die withdrawal 
of Teddy Kennedy, who would probably 
have walked into die White House if he 
hadn't gone off die bridge, and die ambi- 
tion of John Connally, who would 
probably have succeeded Kennedy as the 
leading Democrat, if he hadn't listened to 
Nixon and switched parties. 


None of which cuts down the 


Gentleman from Georgia. He took advan- 
tage of his breaks when be had nobody 
going for him but the cartoonists. 


How long be wiD last and bow far he 


will go are the new mysteries aid sur- 
prises of dw fatare, hot meanwhfle, he 
has the country listening aad evea 
giggling about the triunph of a peant 
farmer.

There is no doubt about it, Jimmy 
Carter has won the Democratic presiden­ 
tia l nomination in a formidable fashion.

NEW YORK — The Democrats are 
packing up and scattering across the land 
in preparation for the battle to throw the 
Tories out.

A hostess in the railroad lounge set up 
in The Garden’s Felt Forum remarked 
that conventions were “ old hat;” useless 
relics of the political past 
That got me to thinking about the car­ 
ping during the spring from people who 
had become bored by the primary 
system. 
The primary system needs to be 
junked, some said, or at least overhauled. 


Buf if the jumbled system of state 
prim aries is indeed terminated or 
significantly altered, a virtual u n k n own 
the likes of Jimmy Carter in ail probabili­ 
ty could never again gain his party’s 
nomination. 


The primary system is an integral part 


of the process of keeping American

It might be more pleasant, too, if the 
party chiefs on the podium at the conven­ 
tions could retain the attention of the 
sometimes insufferably boorish and 
sometimes downright rude delegates, but 
they never have been able to do so and 
probably never will Dullness and inatten­ 
tiv e n e ss and ritu al ap p ro v al of 
meaningless party platforms are not suf­ 
ficient reasons, however, to do away with 
the traditional nominating convention. 
Even if there were a cleaner way for a 
party to nominate its members for high 
elected national office, there are other 
political requirements which can only be 
met through the quadrennial meeting of 
the clan. 
The political convention is, after all, 
like a big company’s national sales 
meeting or a football pep rally It is 
designed to whip up enthusiasm among 
the troops to go out and sell 8 and win 
Moreover, with all the prime time 
exposure, they provide an unequaled op­ 
portunity to take a long look at the 
record. 
The convention also serves as the focal 
point of continual efforts to broaden the 
base of political participation 
Too many people have come too close 
to having a say in the political process for 
a proposal to streamline such party 
gatherings to be taken seriously. 
Despite the obligatory expressions of 
unity and the hunger to regain the White 
House, controversy still seethes in the 
Democratic Party not too far below the 
surface. 
It always will, 
The “ compromises “ hammered out in 
New York in the interests of party unit 
only barely conceal issues which still 
divide the Democratic Party: minority 
representation, the status of women, 
delegate selection and procedures which

Opposing the Carter camp on the issues 
which have managed to stir up some con­ 
troversy at this convention does not 
necessarily mean opposition to the 
nominee But it does suggest that these 
issues will not die, however much as the 
current chairman.

Still, slow progress in the efforts of

Medical Changes

A group of Nebraska prison in- 


mates/ is proposing a dozen 
changes in prison medical treat- 
ment to end "inhumane, un- 
sanitary, debilitating and illegal 
conditions." 


The group is the 1-11 Jaycees, 


one of nine inmate organ- 
izations formed by the prisoners 
for self or community bet- 
terment. 


The Jaycee group has drawn 


up its proposals with the intent 
of negotiating for them or in- 
itiating a lawsuit. 


Among the leadership and 


membership of the organization 
are at least three men who are 
familiar with personal or group 
legal action. They are David 
Rice, Ed Poindexter and Ken- 
neth "Stretch" Robison. 


Rice and Poindexter, a pair of 


Omaha blacks, were convicted in 
tte 1970 booby-trap bomb slaying- 
of an Omaha-policeman. They 
appealed'their cases in the 
federal court system, claiming in 
one action that evidence against 
them was obtained illegally. 
Rice lost that appeal last week in 
the U.S. Supreme Court.

Father Pokomy discovered his interest 
in printing while in seminary, but didn't 
fully develop his talents until his assign­ 
ment to a parish in Dwight 
‘Tm really thrifty, so when 1 printed up 
the church bulletin, I began to write stuff 
of my own on the back to not waste space,” 
he said 
He soon found he had a mailing list for 
his bulletins and in 1961 dedicated himself 
fulltime to publishing, beginning with a 
small shop in Wilber. 
Later he moved to a shop in Dwight, 
staying until 1972 when he moved into an 
abandoned machine shop in Valparaiso and 
began his weekly publications. 
His decision to terminate the community 


papers brought a flood of letters from un­ 
derstanding but disappointed subscribers. 
He reads insatiably and maintains a file 
of ideas and quotes ranging from non­ 
religious magazines to the Bible. 
To o Ea sy Go ing 
1 
The world is losing sight of the basic con­ 
cepts of good, truth and honor, Father 
Pokomy believes, and the “new preaching 
is a little too easy going " 
“ We are in a changing world, but it is 
still built on solid rock - built on the rock 
of sound underlying principles,” he said. 
“ And we are missing them.” 
The Quote is read by persons of all 
denominations, he said, “ because basically 
we re all doing the same thing.” 
In Brazil one copy of the Quote reaches 
more than a half million people by 
segmented broadcasts, he said, and 
countless people are affected by it from the 
pulpit. 
“ We have a circulation all around the 
world of about 7,000, but now with more 
time, we will start working on building cir­ 
culation," Father Pokomy said 
Armed with a printing press and a Bible, 
he says he’ll spread the word of goodness 
for as long as he can.

Is Aim Of New

A non-profit corporation to promote solar 


energy research and development was born 
Thursday in Nebraska, midwif ed by the Exon ad- 
ministration and lead&s in the academic and 
energy fields. 


Lt. Gov. Gerald Whelan, a vocal spokesman for 


energy research and the leader in a battle to bring 
a national energy research laboratory to Ne- 
braska, filed articles of incorporation with the 
secretary of state's office. . 


The Nebraska Etoergy Research Corp., with 


Gov. J. J. Exon listed as registered agent, was 
formed to contract with virtually any government 
body to promote solar energy research and 
devlopment. 


Specifically named in the articles as possible 


contracting units of government are the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska, the state's public power districts 
and its municipal power outlets. 


Ihe incorporation action precedes Saturday's , 


expected proposal to the university Board of 
Regents for establishment of an energy research 
and development division dn the Lincoln campus. 


An Exon administration spokesman indicated 


that setting up the non-profit corporation and the 
university energy division proposal are geared 
toward the continuing effort to woo from the 
federal government designation of 'eastern Ne- 


braska'as the site of the energy reward lab. 


.Both Waterloo and Wiboo have been men- 
tioned as poMlbte ilte* for the national lab. 


Listed as incorpprators were Whelan and D. B. 


Varner, president of the university and future 
head of the University of Nebraska Foundation. 
They both are on the corporation's board of direc- 
tors.

; Still, the current round steak price is 14 
cents under the $1.71 of six months ago and 


; 43 cents less man the $2 of July 1075. 


Ground beef dropped six cents, from 88 


cents last month'to 82 cents this month. 
Although this July's cost is two cents under 
that of last January, it is six cento more * 
than was recorded one year ago. 


The two pork items on the survey list 


also sported increases this month. In spite 
of one low $1.69 per pound, the average 
cost of bacon rose approximately four cents 
to $1,99 per pound this month.

Grocery prices climbed a few cents this 
month, according to The Star’s monthly 
survey of 17 food items in three chain 
stores and one locally owned store in Lin­ 
coln. 


July’s market basket total of $14 14 is ap­ 
proximately 1.8% or 25 cents more than the 
$13.89 average total of last month. 


And, while the current survey total is 
.5% or seven cents more than die $14.07 
January total and 1.2% or 17 cents more 
than the $13.97 total recorded one year ago, 
it still is 47o or approximately 59 cents un­ 
der the high $14.73 food tally of September 
1975. 


This month’s increase was due to higher 
prices on nine items. Four of the survey 
items showed price decreases, mostly 
nominal, and four items remained the 
same. 


The food item showing the largest price 
increase during July was beef round steak. 
Last month, due to several advertised 
specials, round steak was selling at ap­ 
proximately $1.43 per pound Now, despite 
a special price of $1 48 a pound at one 
store, round steak is costing an average of 
$1.57 
Still, the current round steak price is 14 
cents under the $1.71 of six months ago and 
43 cents less than the $2 of July 1875. 
Ground beef dropped six cents, from 88 


cents last month to 82 cents this month. 
Although this July’s cost is two cents under 
that of last January, it is six cents more • 
than was recorded one year ago. 


The two pork items on the survey list 
also sported increases this month. In spite 
of one low $1.69 per pound, the average 
cost of bacon rose approximately four cents 
to $1.99 per pound this month. This is six 
cents more than the $1.93 per pound con­ 
sumers were paying one year ago. 


And, while pork loin chops jumped five 
cents during the past month, the current 
price of $1.94 is three cents under the $1.97 
cost of July 1975. Only six months ago, pork 
chop lovers were paying only $1.72 per 
pound, 22 cents under the current price. 


A look at poultry and fish shows that 
chicken is selling for 63 cents per pound, 
two cents under last month, and tuna has 
dropped four cents to 64 cents for a 6 V« - 
ounce can due to an extremely low special 
price of 48 cents at one store. Excluding 
the special price, tuna would average out to 
be approximately 70 cents per can. 


After 15 months at 45 cents per 18-ounce 
can, peaches rose one cent in price to 46 
cents this month. In March, 1975, peaches 
were selling at 44 cents for each 16-ounce 
can; in the early months of 1974 consumers 
were paying 37 cents. 
In July 1975, shoppers bought 12-ounce 


jars of peanut butter for 68 cents. Now, the 
same size jar costs 74 cents, which is three 
cents more than the price six months ago 
and one cent more than last month’s cost. 


A third item showing a one-cent increase 
during the past month is ketchup. Now 
selling at 50 cents for a 14-ounce bottle, 
ketchup cost 45 cents one year ago and 34 
cents in early 1974. 


Other items showing increases this 
month are eggs, which rose six cents to 74 
cents for each Grade A large dozen; green 
beans, which increased two cents to 35 
cents for a 16-ounce can; and flour, now 97 
cents for a five-pound bag compared to last 
month’s average of 92 cents. 


Milk recorded a nominal decline of one 
cent this month, bringing the average cost 
to 88 cents per half gallon. Still, this is 11 
cents more than the cost one year ago and 
14 cents more than price in early 1974. 


Items maintaining stable prices during 
the past month include spaghetti at 52 
cents for a 16-ounce bag, pork and beans at 
32 cents for a 16-ounce can, frozen peas at 
61 cents for a 10-ounce package and bread 
at 45 cents for a one-pound loaf. 


Although not included in the survey 
total, beet sugar dropped eight cents 
during the past month, bringing the current 
cost down to $1.10 for a five-pound bag. 
Cane sugar declined two cents to $1.21.

additional staff, equipment, 
supplies and the vaccine. 


The program probably will 


start early in September and 
should be completed by Dec. 1 


Counties To Give Shots 


Of Nebraska's 93 counties, 10 


have health departments which 
will help coordinate the m- 
noculation program in their 
areas, Pack said. Three of those 
departments are well es- 
tablished and the state has con- 
tracted them to coordinate their 
own programs. 


Grand Island-Hall County,

and Bruce Hamilton have said 
that cuts probably will come in 
the largest budgets such as 
sheriff, engineer, Lancaster 
Manor, county attorney's office, 
which together total more than 
$7 million. 


Colin would like to see major 


cuts come from such programs 
as the |307,902 Juvenile Atten- 
tion Center and the $1,231,703 
Lancaster County Mental Health 
Center budgets. 


Just for openers, Colin can't 


see spending more than $10,000 
to provide parking for Mental 


Health Center employes who 
wortf downtown, nor $24,000 for 
training workshop* and con- 
ferences. 


He has also strenuously op- 


posed employe increases at the 
Attention Center. 


But he also believes that other 


human service programs like 
Lancaster Manor and maybe 
Lancaster Office of Mental 
Retardation (LOMR), plus a host 
of smaller nongovernmental 
agencies that have received1 
county tu dollars in the past, 
may have to be pared back. 


"I'm afraid Lancaster Manor 


(with a proposed budget of $3.1 
million) is going to have to take a 
blow in the head," said Colin, a 
manor advisory board member. 
"These extra services are fine, if 
you can afford them. But we 
can't this year." 


LOMR, a "program' I'd sure 


hate to see cut," may also have 
to take some chops, said Colin. 


Colin even proposes no expan- 


sion in any programs including 
the sheriff's department (an 
agency Colin has wholeheartedly 
supported in past budgets). 
"County government is getting 
out of hand; it's getting too big." 
• No cuts, however, for County 
Engineer Marv Nuernberger's 
budgets, Colin said. 


"I'm a firm believer in good, 


safe roads. I've heard nothing 
but good reports on Nuernberger 
since he took office. He's doing a 
hell of a good job and I'm not 
about to cut him." 


Colin, on the losing end of the 


budget battle last year, predicts 
a similar 2 to 1 defeat for most of 
his ideas during next week's 
budget chopping sessions. .

By NANCY HICKS 
Star Staff Writer 
Give-away human service 
programs are low on Lancaster 
County Commissioner Robert 
Colin’s priority sheet in this tight 
budget year. 
But he doesn’t think he'll get 
much support from the other 
two County Board members. 
“We should fund the programs 
which serve the majority of the 
people first and those that the 
law requires us to fund What is 
left over can go to the rest," said 
Colin Thursday afternoon as the 
board headed for a week of 
serious budget cutting. 
The budget requests known to 
the public now total more than 
$20 million and the mill levy 
required to support those 
requests is above 16 mills and 
thus above the 14.28 maximum 
mill ceiling 
This means that com­ 
missioners are going to have to 
cut about $1 million for the 
requests just to stay legal, said 
Fiscal Analyst Elmer Cheek 
Thursday. 
Commissioners Jan Gauger 
and Bruce Hamilton have said 
that cuts probably will come in 
the largest budgets such as 
sheriff, engineer. Lancaster 
Manor, county attorney’s office, 
which together total more than 
$7 million. 
Colin would like to see major 
cuts come from such programs 
as the $307,902 Juvenile Atten­ 
tion Center and the $1,231,703 
Uncaster County Mental Health 
Center budgets. 
Just for openers. Colin can't 
see spending more than $10,000 
to provide parking for Mental 


Health Center employes who 
work downtown, nor $24,000 for 
training workshops and con­ 
ferences. 
He has also strenuously op­ 
posed employe increases at the 
Attention Center. 
But he also believes that other 
human service programs like 
Lancaster Manor and maybe 
Lancaster Office of Mental 
Retardation (LOMR), plus a host 
of smaller nongovernmental 
agencies that have received 
county tax dollars in the past, 
may have to be pared back. 
“I’m afraid Lancaster Manor 
(with a proposed budget of $3.1 
million) is going to have to take a 
blow in the head,’’ said Colin, a 
manor advisory board member 
“These extra services are fine, if 
you can afford them But we 
can’t this year." 
LOMR. a “program I’d sure 
hate to see cut," may also have 
to take some chops, said Colin 
Colin even proposes no expan 
sion in any programs including 
the sheriff’s department (an 
agency Colin has wholeheartedly 
supported in past budgets) 
“County government is getting 
out of hand; it's getting too big.' 
No cuts, however, for County 
Engineer Marv Nuemberger’! 
budgets, Colin said 
“I’m a firm believer in good 
safe roads. I've heard nothing 
but good reports on Nuemberger 
since he took office. He's doing 
hell of a good job and I’m not 
about to cut him ”

2 Power Plants Get 
Conditional Approval 


Col'umbus (AP) - The 


Federal Power Commission 
(FPC) has approved, with con- 
ditions, the construction of two 
power plants by the Nebraska 
Public Power District near 
Sutherland. 


Construction of the coal-fired 


plants' has been challenged by 
the Sierra Club. 


The first 650,000-kilowatt plant 


will be bunt at the Sutherland 
reservoir, partly on land and 
water of an FPC-licensed 
hydroelectric project This unit 
is scheduled lor operation in 
1976. Another 650,OOWdlowatt 
plant is to be in operation in 1980 
or 1981 at the same location. 


The FPC, while approving 


construction, required NPPD to 
submit a plan to monitor and 
report the aquatic environment 
and the effect on the bodies of 
water." 


The approval is for construc- 


tion only. NPPD still must ob- 
tain an operating permit. 


The FPC also required NPPD 


to submit a plan to show that 
constriction and operation of 
the plants won't harm Lake 
Maloney. NPPD can't operate 
the plants until the FPC ap- 
prqves the plan, the FPC said. 


An NPPD spokesman said the 


district was happy that the FPC 
had approved construction, but 
that district officials are 


studying the decision to deter- 
mine whether it would create 
any problems. 


The plants, which are to be 


called the Gerald Gentleman 
Station, will take water from the 
reservoir to cool condensers and 
will discharge water back into 
the reservoir. 


The FPC said it directed that 


NPPD monitor the en- 
vironments of the reservoir and 
the lake because of the potential 
for environmental damage. An 
environmental impact statement 
has indicated that flow reduc- 
tions in the reservoir inlet could 
affect the reproductive success 
of white bass and white suckers. 


The commission said that 


while it has no authority to 
license construction of power 
plants, federal law does say that 
"no substantial alteration or ad- 
dition shall be made to 
any... project 
works... without the prior ap- 
proval of the commission." 


John Gale of North Plarte, an 


attorney who. represents the 
Sierra Club in Nebraska, said 
NPPD still had to go through 
several administrative steps 
before it could operate the first 
unit He said that the Sierra Club 
"will be very attentive to all of 
the proceedings," especially 
those dealing with the second 
plant

The FPC, while approving 


construction, requu-ed NPPD to 
submit a plan to monitor and 
report the aquatic environmait 
and the effect on the bodies of 
water 
The approval is for construc­ 
tion only NPPD still must (to- 
tain an operating permit 


The FPC also required NPPD 


to submit a pian to show that 
constricticwi and operatiiMi of 
the plants won’t harm Lake 
Maloney NPPD can’t operate 
the plants until the FPC ap­ 
proves the plan, the FPC said 


An NPPD spcÉesman said the 


distnct was happy that the FPC 
had approved construction, but 
that district officials are 


studying the decision to deter­ 
mine whethw it would create 
any problems. 
The plants, which are to be 


called the Gerald (Jentleman 
Station, will take water from the 
reservoir to cool condei»ers and 
will discharge water back into 
the reservoir

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U.S. To Compete In Summer Olympics 


MONTREAL (UPI) -TheOlympics will 


go on, the United States will compete, and 
now it's up to Taiwan to take it or leave it. 


That's the essence of a day of 


m e e t i n g s , negotiations and 
p r o p o s a 1 s Thursday which ended with 
the United States agreeing to compete "in 
the interests of preserving the Olympic 
movement," and the Taiwanese facing the 
loss of their claim to represent China in 
Olympic circles. 
' 'We have done everything we can to up- 


hold our principles," said Lord Killanin, 
the IOC president, after his executive 
board buckled before the Canadian 
government's bottomline demand that 
Taiwan could not compete here under its 
official Olympic name, "Republic of 
China." 


The Canadians, however, did concede on 


two points 


Taiwan can fry its national flag and 


play its national anthem, provided it 
calls itself Taiwan. 


Philip 0. Krumm, the president of the 
US. Olympic Committee who made 
the expected, formal announcement that 
the United'States would not pull out of the 
Games, again deplored the repeated injec- 
tion of politics into the Olympics. 


But, he said, he felt the latest Ottawa 


government proposal to the Taiwanese was 
"acceptable." 


"In view of the many aspects which had 


to be considered with regard to U.S. par- 
ticipation in the Games, the United States 
team will participate in the XXI Olympiad 
here in Montreal in the interests of preser- 
ving the Olympic movement for the 
athletes who have dedicated themselves to 
realizing the pinnacle of the most 
renowned amateur event in the world," 
Krumm said. 


There was no immediate official word 


from Taiwan but Killanin said "the first 
reactions were a very definite no." 


"There are still some negotiations going 


on with Taiwan," he added, saying "we 
have done everything we can" with Ot- 
tawa. 


It is considered highly unlikely the 42- 


member Taiwan team will compete in the 
Games. From the beginning the key point 
in the whole dispute has been Taiwan's 
claim as China's Olympic representative, 
and that is the point on which Pierre 
Trudeau, the Canadian prime minister, 
refused to give in. 


"They'll have their own flag and their 


own national anthem," Trudeau said in Ot- 
tawa. "(But) they can't call themselves 
China." 


The Canadian government recognizes 


mainland China but does not have 
diplomatic relations with Taiwan. 


The "final position" from Ottawa was 


approved by the IOC executive board and 
now goes before the full membership 
Friday, where a two-thirds vote is needed 
to approve it. The vote, however, is consid- 
ered a mere formality since the full 
membership never has overturned the 
board. 


Ihe vote officially will be on a rules 
change, removing Republic of China as a 
member and replacing it with Taiwan, for 
the Montreal Games only. After that it will 
be up to the nationalist Chinese to decide 
whether to accept it or go home. 


"It is not up to the IOC to tell us what 


name we should use," said Henry Hsu, the 
Taiwan member of the IOC, but he said he 
would "see what can be done." 


Canada's approval of the Taiwan 


anthem and flag Thursday came a day after 
the Taiwanese had weighed in with a 
proposal of their own. That one would have 
niiowod two Taiwan yachtsmen to march in 


Saturday's opening ceremony under a 
Republic of China banner after which the 
entire delegation would have gone home 
without competing. 


Krumm, who has been a leading figure in 


trying to keep Taiwan in the Games, said 
"there's always a hope" the nationalist 
Chinese will compete. 


But, he admitted, "as of the moment, it's 


rather dim." 


Hsu said he was "not surprised" the 


U.S. decided to compete. 


The Americans' decision to remain in the 


Games, regardless of what happens with 
Taiwan, was based in large measure on the 
wishes of U.S. athletes who wanted to stay 
here and compete. 


"I don't like it (politics) at all, but there's 


never been an Olympics without it and 
there probably never will be," said 
swimmer Gary Hall, who also completed at 
Munich in 1972. 


'We are not here for politics," added 


Olympic boxing coach Tom Johnson. "Let 
the politicians do their own politicking. 
Sports has done more than anything else to 
mend world problems and now they're 
trying to put a stop to it." 


"This is the last boxing competition 


of my Me," said "Sugar" Ray Leonard, a 
gold medal favorite at 139 pounds. "I'm not 
turning pro, I'm going to college. I'll 
never fight again. I want the gold medal. 
It's wrong to use the Olympics for political 
reasons and take it away from us." 


Doug Brown, the U.S. recwd holder in 


the steeplechase, said simply, "Every

"The Games are going to be here,"

Mahoney's Qualifications Questioned

The reaction to the speculated naming of 


Omaha State Sen. Eugene Mahoney to the post of 
director of the Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 
mission is ranging from support to criticism. 


While awaiting the official recommendation 


of the commission's screening committee Friday 
night, former director Willard Barbee, State Sen. 
George Syas and Gov. J. J. Exon had thoughts 
about Mahoney as director. • 


"My position is it (the director's post) is for a 


professional and if Mr. Mahoney possesses the 
qualifications of a professional resource manager, 
men I think he would be a good director," said 
Barbee. 


But Barbee, whose term as director expired 


last April, said his contact with Mahoney in- 
dicated otherwise. He felt the former Omaha 
policeman's experience as a hunter, fisherman 
and outdoorsman was not enough to qualify him 
as a professional in the resource management 
field. 


"From my experiences with him hi the 


Legislature, I really don't know whether he has 
those qualifications," said Barbee from his new 
home in Rolla, Mo. "But that doesn't mean he 
can't be a good administrator." 


Syas, who heads the Legislature's 


Constitutional Revision and Recreation Com- 
mittee, says Mahoney has something to offer as a 
director. 


"I don't even know if he's going to be named, 


but if he is, I feel he's qualified," said Syas. "He's 
a qualified administrator. His main asset is 
knowing the procedures of the Legislature and its 
personnel The Legislature appropriates funds 
and sets the laws for parks, hunting, fishing and 
so forth, so bis main gift would be bis knowing 
bow to get things done in the Legislature." 


Syas hastened to add he has nothing to do 


with the selection of a director which will be 
made by the seven-man board of commissioners. 


"That's their job," he said. "I didn't lobby 


for anyone I don't make the appointment." 


The announcement of the screening com- 


mittee's recommendation will come Friday night 
at a special 7:30 meeting of the entire board of 
commissioners at the commission headquarters, 
2200 N. 33rd St 


Some criticism has arisen in the rumored 


recommendation of Mahoney due to his lack of 
professional background in the field of resource 
management. Gov. J.J. Exon, reached at the 
Democratic National Convention in New York, 
had something to say about that 


"I don't believe in employes running 


departments I never have and I never will," said 
the governor, who suggested those critical of the 
appointment of Mahoney should quit 


"I don't see any role whatsoever for me to 


play," Exon said of the appointment "The opera- 
tion of that agency is the responsibility of the 
commissioners." 


The commissioners are appointed by Exon to 


five-year terms on the seven-man board. Omahan 
Art Brown, the chairman of the board and the 
screening committee for a new director, ironical- 
ly is a fishing and hunting friend of Mahoney's 


and it was Mahoney who aided Brown in ob- 
taining his seat on the commission nearly five 
years ago. 


Mahoney, also reached at the Democratic 


Convention Thursday, said he would accept the 
position if offered to him, provided it be in the 
$25,000 to $30,000 salary range. The current 
budgeted salary of director is in excess of $24,000. 


By law, acceptance of the suspected appoint- 


ment would mean Mahoney would have to resign 
from the Legislature and his post as chairman of 
the powerful Executive Board where he has 
gained a great deal of administrative experience 
the past two years overseeing a budget in excess 
of $1 million and a large staff.

In any sport, the condition of the playing 


field is important. 


In bowling, it is especially so. Placement 


of oil can affect a bowler's average radical- 
ly, either upwards or downwards. 


However, a trio of local experts — Jim 


Dill, Rodger Florom and Max Jensen — 
feel there has been a tremendous 
overemphasis on lane conditions. 


"If people would spend the mental 


energy on learning how to bowl and 
mastering the fundamentals that they 
spend on worrying about lane conditions, 
they'd be much better off,'" says Dili 


All agree changing lane conditions 


should not affect as dramatically a player 
rooted in tbe fundamentals, nor should 
lane conditions be used as a crutch to 
explain poor bowling. 


"Whether the top average in a bouse is 


190 or 210, the top player will have it." 
notes Jensen. "He will have the consisten- 
cy in his game to adjust to changing con- 
ditions." 


Of course, the problem with lane con- 


ditions is that the oil placed on the lane, 
which is the determining factor in how the 
ball reacts, cannot be seen. 


In general, each lane has an area which 


gets the most use, usually between the se- 
cond arrow and the middle, or fourth. 
arrow. This area is called the track area. 


Regardless of where the oil is placed, the 


track area is nearly always a safe bet to 
play because it is tbe one part of the lane 
sure to hook consistently. 


In general mat makes a second-arrow 


shot tbe most consistent and second arrow 
is the recommended starting place for 
bowlers. 


The trio feels most most bowlers are 


better off working on hitting the one spot, 


rather than trying to move around a lot 
during league bowling. 


As a general rule of thumb, however, 


bowlers should move in the direction their 
ball is going. However all adjustments 
should not be dramatic and any adjustment 
which forces the bowler towards an un- 
comfortable or awkward delivery should 
not be attempted. 


Florom. for one, says he seldom moves 


around while bowling, but instead adjusts 
his ball speed for varying conditions. He 
warns, however, that these types of 
adjustments are tricky and require the 
finesse of a more stalled player. 


In short, the trio feels the key to 


analyzing the lane condition and making 
the proper adjustments is rooted in rolling 
the ball with consistency. And that con- 
sistency can come only through learning 
the fundamentals of the game.

“ We have done everything we can to up­ 
hold our principles,” said Lord Kiilanin, 
the IOC president, after Iris executive 
board buckled before the Canadian 
government’s bottomline demand that 
Taiwan could not compete here under its 
official Olympic name, “ Republic of 
China." 
The Canadians, however, did concede on 
two points. 
Taiwan can fly its national flag and 


play its national anthem, provided it 
calls itself Taiwan. 
Philip 0. Krumm, the president of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee who made 
the expected, formal announcement that 
the United States would not pull out of the 
Games, again deplored the repeated injec­ 
tion of politics into the Olympics. 


But, he said, he felt the latest Ottawa 
government proposal to the Taiwanese was 
“ acceptable.” 
"In view of the many aspects which had 
to be considered with regard to U.S. par­ 
ticipation in the Games, the United States 
team will participate in the XXI Olympiad 
here in Montreal in the interests of preser­ 
ving the Olympic movement for the 
athletes who have dedicated themselves to 
realizing the pinnacle of the most 
renowned amateur event in the world," 
Krumm said. 
There was no immediate official word 


from Taiwan but Kiilanin said “the first 
reactions were a very definite no.” 
"There are still some negotiations going 
on with Taiwan,” he added, saying “we 
have (tone everything we can” with Ot­ 
tawa. 
It is considered highly unlikely the 42- 
member Taiwan team will compete in the 
Games. From the beginning the key point 
in the whole dispute has been Taiwan's 
claim as China's Olympic representative, 
and that is the point on which Pierre 
Trudeau, the Canadian prime minister, 
refused to give in. 
“ They’ll have their own flag and then- 
own national anthem,” Trudeau said in Ot­ 
tawa. “ (But) they can’t call themselves 
China.” 
The Canadian government recognizes 
mainland China but does not have 
diplomatic relations with Taiwan. 
The "final position” from Ottawa was 


approved by the IOC executive board and 
now goes before the full membership 
Friday, where a two-thirds vote is needed 
to approve it. The vote, however, is consid­ 
ered a mere formality since the full 
membership never has overturned the 
board. 
The vote officially will be on a rules 
change, removing Republic of China as a 
member and replacing it with Taiwan, for 
the Montreal Games only. After that it will 
be up to the nationalist Chinese to decide 
whether to accept it or go home. 
“ It is not up to the IOC to tell us what 
name we should use,” said Henry Hsu, the 
Taiwan member of the IOC, but he said he 
would "see what can be done.” 
Canada’s 
approval 
of 
the Taiwan 
anthem and flag Thursday came a day after 
the Taiwanese had weighed in with a 
proposal of their own. That one would have 
allowed two Taiwan yachtsmen to march in 


Saturday’s opening ceremony under a 
Republic of China banner after which the 
entire delegation would have gone home 
without competing. 
Kmmm, who has been a leading figure in 
trying to keep Taiwan in the Games, said 
“there’s always a hope” the nationalist 
Chinese will compete. 
But, he admitted, “ as of the moment, it’s 
rather dim.” 
Hsu said he was “ not surprised” the 
U.S. decided to compete. 
The Americans’ decision to remain in the 
Games, regardless of what happens with 
Taiwan, was based in large measure on the 
wishes of U.S. athletes who wanted to stay 
here and compete. 
“ 1 don't like it (politics) at all, but there’s 
never been an Olympics without it and 
there probably never will be,” said 
swimmer Gary Hall, who also completed at 
Munich in 1972. 


“ We are not here for politics,” added 
Olympic boxing coach Tom Johnson. "Let 
the politicians do their own politicking. 
Sports has done more than anything else to 
mend world problems and now they re 
trying to put a stop to it.” 


"This is the last boxing competition 
of my life,” said “ Sugar” Ray Leonard, a 
gold medal favorite at 139 pounds. “I’m not 
turning pro, I'm going to college. I’ll 
never fight again. I want the gold medal. 
It’s wrong to use the Olympics for political 
reaso n s and take it away from us.” 
Doug Brown, the U.S. record holder in 
the steeplechase, said simply, 
“ Every 
O l y mp i c Games has controversy 


"The Games are going to be here.” 
Brown said. "We just have to get this over 
and get them started. I ’m here to run track. 
Other things don’t bother me. I don’t even 
know where Thiwan is on the map. ”

Gymnastic'» Heaven 


Francis Allen calls it a “ Gymnastics Heaven ” 
Allen. Nebraska’s gymnastics czar, is conducting business as 
usual throughout the summer months in preparation for the next 
school year. 


But Allen, who started the Nebraska School of Gymnastics a 
few years ago, is preparing for the start of the newly formed 
Nebraska Center for Gymnastics. 


The center will combine the efforts of Allen's school, his NU 
men’s gymnastics staff, the University of Nebraska School of 
Physical Education and Judy Sehalk’s women’s gymnastics 
program at NU. 
“ We have the support of Bob Devaney (NU athletic director), 
Dr Robert Egbert (Dean of the Teachers College) and Dr James 
O’Hanlon. (acting chairman of the Physical Education and Recrea­ 
tion department at Nebraska»,” said Allen. “ All we need now is ap­ 
proval from the Chancellor's office. And that seems pretty well 
assured. 


“ This has to be the biggest step we’ve ever taken,” said Allen, 
who coached NU teams to fifth and fourth place finishes in the 
NCAA the past two years. 
United Front 


“ With this united front we’ll all be able to share all the gym­ 
nastics resources and everybody benefits, he added 
This center 
is going to be the first of its kind in the nation and we are es­ 
tablishing a precedent 
“ It used to be that when an elementary school wanted to have 
some help m gymnastics, we’d send somebody over when and if we 
had the time,” said Allen. "But with this new program we’ll be able 
to accommodate a lot more requests. 


“ Students will be able to be certified as coaches and officials 
for both men’s and women’s gymnastics,” said Allen. “And with 
the growth of the sport we need certified people ” 


Some of the personnel conducting the academic part of the 
Center include John Scbeer, • former NU gymnast and currently an 
international gymnastics judge; Jim Howard, who ha» taugiu 
0n coaching for the past five years; and Judy Schalk, recent­ 
ly named NU women’s coach. 


"These are super people in the field of gymnastics,” said AUen. 
“ We’ll be able to set up coaching and officiating clinics in the fall 
and help in the educational part of gymnastics 
“ The cent« will remain basically for instruction and not com­ 
petition " said Allen, citing the fact that of 400 persons presently 
participating, only 15 are competitors. 
“ We have five scholarships for the program this year for those 
who don’t have the money to attend,” said AUen “ But with some 
grant money we’U be able to expand that part of the program.”

Allen announced that Howard, who will assist in the center s 
work, will join the NU staff as an assistant gymnastics coach. 
Howard, a former Husker, was the NAIA Gymnastics coach of the 
year three of the past five years at Wisconsin-LaCrosse 
He will be 
the coordinator of the cent«,” said AUen “ And he’ll work with 
Jon Blocker, formerly a coach at Lincoln Southeast, with the NU 
team ” 
AUen also is beaming over his newly recruited gymnasts. 
Additions to the team that placed fourth in the NCAA, which 
lost just three seniors wUl be Jody Austin the top sidehorse in the 
junior college ranks last year from Odessa College in Texas, Mark

The reaction to the speculated naming of 
Omaha State Sen Eugene Mahoney to the post of 
directo r of the Nebraska Game and Parks Com­ 
mission is ranging from support to criticism 
While awaiting the official recommendation 
of the commission's screening committee Friday 
night, form« director Willard Barbee, State Sen. 
George Syas and Gov. J. J. Exon had thoughts 
about Mahoney as director. 
“ My position is it (the director s post) is for a 
professional and if Mr. Mahoney possesses the 
qualifications of a professional resource manager, 
then I think he would be a good director,” said 
Barbee 
But Barbee, whose term as director expired 
last April, said his contact with Mahoney in­ 
dicated otherwise He felt the former Omaha 
policeman's experience as a hunt«, fisherman 
and outdoorsman was not enough to qualify him 
as a professional in the resource management 
field. 


“ From my experiences with him in the 
Legislature, I really don’t know whether he has 
those qualifications,” said Barbee from his new 
home in RoUa, Mo. "But that doesn’t mean he 
can’t be a good administrator.” 
Syas, who heads the Legislature’s 
Constitutional Revision and Recreation Com­ 
mittee, says Mahoney has something to offer as a 
director 
“ I don’t even know if he's going to be named, 
but if he is, I feel he’s qualified," said Syas "He s 
a qualified administrator His main asset is 
knowing the procedures of the Legislature and its 
personnel The Legislature appropriates funds 
and sets the laws for parks, hunting, fishing and 
so forth, so his main gift would be his knowing 
how to get things done in the Legislature 
Syas hastened to add he has nothing to do 
with the selection of a director which will be 
made by the seven-man board of commissioners. 
“ That’s their job," he said “I didn t lobby 
for anyone. I don’t make the appointment 
The announcement of the screening com­ 


mittee’s recommendation will come Fnday night 
at a special 7 .30 meeting of the entire board of 
commissioners at the commission headquarters, 
2200 N. 33rd St. 
Some criticism has ansen in the rumored 
recommendation of Mahoney due to his lack of 
professional background in the field of resource 
management Gov. J.J Exon, reached at the 
Democratic National Convention in New York, 
had something to say about that. 
“ I don’t believe in employes running 
departments. I never have and I never will, said 
the governor, who suggested those critical of the 
appointment of Mahoney should quit. 
“I don’t see any role whatsoever for me to 
play," Exon said of the appointment "The opera­ 
tion of that agency is the responsibility of the 
commissioners ” 
The commissioners are appointed by Exon to 
five-year terms on the seven-man board. Omahan 
Art Brown, the chairman of the board and the 
screening committee for a new director, ironical­ 
ly is a fishing and hunting friend of Mahoney s
